the Husband Holds the Purse-string 


Tight. 


• "-Cometlmes one -wishes that every 
fmsband In the land could read the 
letters that come from •wives who 
fcave no regular income of their own. 
Some of the letters are pitiful; all 
are heart glimpses that show what 
a sore spot this Is with many and 
Stnany a ?orM and loving wife. Some 
fcusbanda are as iiberal as anyone 
fcould wish: some look on their wives 
'fes partners in deed as well as in 
%ame and put the financial end of 
the matrimonial partnership on a 
Jbusinesa basis. Bat some, alas, dole 
trat the money for the wife's use In 
& most miserly fashion and demand 
^lo know how every cent Is spent 
=Often all she has for herself is what 
*he can squeeze from the household 
Allowance. And so unselfish are many 
rwomen that the- would rather go 
*rithout» thlnes themselves than less- 
fen the supply of delicacies for the 
family or of things of dress that 
the children need. And so they suf- 
fer.Some women. Indeed, do not hare 
Prea this opportunity to obtain a 
little money for themselves. 
One 


.•woman writes'. "My husband has a 
Srestaurant and so buys all the sup- 
plies and I do not have money for 
the table. 
I am economical and I 


eave him a great deal about the res- 
taurant, but I never have a cent. One 
ttay In a store my little boy asked 
ane to buy him a toy. It was only 39 
cents, but I had to say 'No.' He said, 
*\Vhy don't you ever buy me any- 
Ihins. mamma? Father always buys 
me things.' You have no idea how 
It hurt," she concludes. 


Of course. It hurt. 
It hnrts any 


Belf-respwtir.^ woman to have no 
money of her own and to have to 
ask for every penny as If she were 
d beesrar. And In cases like this. It 
jrats her In a false light before her 
fchildren. 
It Isn't that most of these hus- 


ftanda are stingy or too poor to give 
regular allowanc*. It U 


because most of them do not think 
anything about It. They have plenty 
of loose change rattling in their own 
pockets. .They do not realize what It 
would be to be without it or to have 
to ask someone else for what they 
need. They do not get the woman's 
viewpoint. If they could once put 
themselves In her rtc.:-s. and realize 
how it mtist feel to have every cent 
doled out to them they would sympa- 
thize with her sensitiveness, right the 
situation at once and call themselves 
all kinds of names for their thought- 
lessness. Th» American husband is. 
as a rule, kind and generous. He 
worships his wife, and if he does httrt 
her it Is because he does not think. 


But this Is really a sore point with 


many wives. 
They do not want to 


feel that all the money th»y are en- 
titled to for themselves Is what they 
can extract from the household al- 
lowance or what is handed them 
when they ask for it. 
They want, 


especially In this day of Independent, 
wage-earning women, a stated allow- 
ance which they can spend as they 
please without questioning. Even If 
the amotmt Is very s*nall. stili they 
would rather have it regularly than 
to have to ask for It. It sroes against 
the grain with a sensitive woman to 
ask for money or to take It I? she 
feels that her hnsband may think she 
Is taking too much 
What she wants 


Is to know their financial condition 
and to have as a right a stated ehare 
of It, She do»s not want It given as 
an act of generosity on his part- She 
wants her having It to be as much ft 
matter-of-fact part of their married 
life as is her d"»ing the housework 
and his going to business. 


If husbands whf"=e wives have no 


state<j personal allowac-'e would In- 
augurate this change In the financial 
management of the home, there would 
be many a happier wife in the land 
than there Is today.

States attorney and marshal for A.ias- 
ka. th.- allegation being that these re-' 
laovaU wore brought "about by tbe 
Morgan-Gujnreuheim 
people.

that locai capitalists got there first.

1HE first Us. se we got into conversation 


•was In the National Museum in Naples 
in the rooms on the ground floor con- 
taining the 
famous 
collection 
of 


bronzes from Herculaneum and Pom- 
peii. 


He addressed me first. It was over the celebrated 


Resting Herovw, whoo» we had been admiring side 
by side. He said the right thing about that wholly 
admirable piece. 
Nothing profound. 
His taste 


was natural rather than cultivated. 


We had known each other by sight for some few 


days p**t- Staying in the same hotel—good tout not 
extravagantly up to date—1 had noticed him in the 
vestibule going in and out. I judged he was an old 
and valued client. The bow the hotelkeeper treated 
him to was cordial in its deference, and he acknowl- 
edged k with familiar oourtesy.

Having conversed at the Museo (and by the by, 


he had expressed his dislike of the busts and statues 
of Rooain Emperors In the gallery of marbles; those 
faces were too inglorious, too pronounced for him.) 
•Having conversed already in the morning. I did not 
think I was intruding when In the evening, finding 
the dining room very full, I proposed to share his lit- 
tle table. To judge by the quiet urbanity of his 
manner he did not think so either. His smile was 
very sympathetic. 


He had tried various climates, of Abbazla, of the 


Riviera, of other places too. he told me, but the 
only one which suited him "was the climate of the 
Gulf of Naples. The ancient Romans, he pointed 
out to me, who were men expert in the art of liv- 
ing, knew very well what they were doing when 
they 'built their villas on these shores, in Baic, in 
Vico, in Capri. They came down to this seaside 
to get health, bringing with them their mimes and 
flute players to atnuse their leisure.

This was three years ago, arsd ever since he had 


taken up his quarters on the shores of the gulf, 
either in one of the hotels in Sorrento or hiring a 
small villa in Capri. He had a piano, a few books, 
.picked up transient acquaintances of a day, week, 
or month in the stream 
of travelers from all 


Europe. 


It must not 'be imagined that he was a wearisome 


hypochondriac. He was really much too well 'bred 
to be a nuisance. 
He had an eye for the small 


weaknesses of humanity. But It was a srood-na- 
tured eye. He made a restful, easy, pleasant com- 
panion for the hours between dinner and bedtime. 
"We spent three evenings together, and then 1 had 
to leave Naples in a hurry io see a friend who had 
fallen gravely ill in Taonnina. Having nothing to 
do, the Count came to see me off at the station. 1 
was soxewhat upset, and his idleness was always 
ready to take a kindly form. He was -by no means 
an indolent man. 


My friend's illness having taken a decidedly fav- 


orable turn. I returned to Naples on the tenth day. 
I cannot say I had given much thought to the 
Count during my absence, but upon entering the 
dining room I looked for him in his habitual place. 
I had an idea he might have gone back to Sorren- 
to, to his piano and his books and his fishing. He 
was great friends w'th all the boatmen, and fished 
a Rood deal with lines from a boat. But he was 
etill there. ,\ made out his white head in the crowd 
of heads, and even from a distance noticed some- 
thing unusual in his attitude. Instead of sittinsr 
erect, gazing all round with serene urbanity, he 
seemed to droop over his plate. I stood opposite 
him for some time before he looked up. a little 
wildly, if such a strong word can be used in con- 
neci'on with his correct appearance.

cafe. Then he treat back to the hotel, dressed for 
dinner, and dined with a good appetite. After din- 
ner be lingered in the hall (there were chairs and 
tables there) smoking his cigar; talked to the lit* 
tie daughter of the Priox) Ten ore of LA Scala thea- 
tre, and exchanged a few words with that ''amiable 
lady." the wife of the Primo Tenore. There was no 
performance that evening and these people were 
going to th« Villa also. They went out of the hotel. 
Very well. 


But at th« Moment of following their example— 


it was half p« at nine already—he remembered he

Mid-Ocean. May 29.—As I look abroad 


and 
see water, water 
ever* v. here. 


without a speck of laud iu sight, aud 
as I reflect tuat^we are passtug over 
varying depths, some of which are a< 
great as five miles. I am reminded of 
tbe promise iu the Lord's Word that 
ultimately tbe whole earth, the world 
of mankind, shall have such au abuu 
dam knowledge of the Creator aud tlu- 
Redeemer, as to be fitly illustrated b;. 
the depths of the sea. 1 have there- 
fore chosen as my text the word-. 
"The earth shall be full of the kuow! 
edge of the Lord as the waters cover 
the sea." I remember also the very 
similar promise by the Lord through 
the Prcvhei illubakkuk ii. 14), "Foi 
the earth shall be filled with the knowl- 
edge of the glory of the Lord, as the 
waters cover tue sea." I am reminded 
also of the Prophet's declaration that 
the time will come when "Every knee 
shall bow, and every tongue shall con- 
fess" (Isaiah sir. 23). And again "That 
at the name of Jesus every knee shall 
bow. of things iu heaven, and things 
in earth, and things under the earth;. 
And that every tongue shall confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory 
of God tbe Father." 
And I am also 


reminded that In that day. "They shall 
teach no more every man his neighbor, 
and every man his brother, saying. 
Know the Lord, for they shall all know 
me. from the least of them unto the 
greatest of them, saith the Lord" 
(Jeremiah 
xxxi. 34). The question 


properly arises. To what extent shall 
•we consider these statements literally 
true? What kind of fulfillment should 
we expect them to have? 


If we took out upon the heathen 


world, however sympathetic we may 
be In respect to foreign missionary 
work, doing all in our power to make 
known to the heathen the grace of 
God. and the great Redeemer, we are 
nevertheless compelled to admit that 
there is absolutely no hope of our ever 
causing every knee to bow. and every 
tongue to confess Christ in heathen 
lands, even as we have long ago given 
up hope of accomplishing sm-h work 
in civilized lands. 
The work is too 


great for us, and the errors of heathen- 
dom are too deeply seated to be quick- 
ly eradicated. 
Government statistics 


show us tnat there are twice as many 
heathen today as there w-ere a century 
ago. If. therefore, any of us had been 
flattering ourselves respecting our abil- 
ity to accomplish the conversion of the 
•world, it is time for us to acknowledge 
our error and to look to the Lord, real- 
izing that iu him a'one is the world's 
hope. 
Doubtless this is just the les- 


son that the Lord wishes us to learn. 
He does not wish us to give up our ef- 
forts to "Do good unto all men as we 
have opportunity, especially tbe house- 
hold of fai;h." for our own blessing is 
associated with such activity on behalf 
of others. 
But God does wish us to 


realize that of ourselves we are unable 
to cope with tbe situation. He wishes 
us to realize tbat only through the es- 
tablishment of the Kingdom of God's 
dear Son can the glorious blessings of 
tbe 
Millennium e\er be hoped for. 


AlasI We must admit, and sbouiu feel 
deeply humble by the admission, that 
even In Civilized lands, the num!>er of 
footstep followers of the Lamb of God 
is very few. The number who are 
"walkinc. not after th" flesh, but after 
the Spirit" in civilized lands is very 
few. 
in comparison with the population 


as a whole. We are not in this sefti'-jg 
ourselves as judces of the beans of 
our fellow-creature*— rern.irkaMy f»w 
make anj preterit i^n to waging in tne 
"narrow way." w!ii<-b alone now ieads 
to life everlasting (Matthew vii. 14). 


The Necessity For Knowledge. 


Many dear 
Christ,an 
people, de- 


sirous of thinking w«sl of tbe beat on- 
ly Father, are so befogged w i t h th" 
teaching* of the past, tbat th«\v try to 
imagine that the way to eternal !;fe is 
not so narrow as the Maxtor said: tL^y 
try to imagine that somehow the 
heathen wi!l be saved in their igno- 
rance, 
notwithstanding tbe 
Apostle 


says. "How shall they believe on him 
of whom they hare not beard" (Koinar.^ 
x. 14). 
And agnin. his assurati< e tbat 


"there is none other name under heav- 
en given aui'-iig men. whereby we 
must l»e saved" (Act« iv. 12t. 


The en or from tbo pa«t which led to 


this ini-oii<«!er!r»- is the teaching that 
all of the heathen are going to eternal 
torture, and that they never wiM have 
an opportunity of accepting Christ in

Some of us .sul'-*crib»-d to 
oue vrevd. and some to auoliier, >av iiig 
to ourselves. Our cre<-d is not satisfac- 
tory. but it is probably as free from 
error as other creeds. 
\Ve cousoled 


ourselves with tue thought that all 
Christendom was considerably befog- 
jj*-d. aud we uo more than others. 
Some of us probably tried to satisfy 
our rnhids by sayiug that those fea- 
lures of our creeds which dishonored 
G<xi. and implied his l:n-k of wisdom. 
or worse, his wiliiuguiss but iack of 
justice, or lack of |«»»er— that these 
things were tnysterie* which must l>e 
believed, although they could not be 
reconciled with human reason and 
common sense. Some of us even tried 
to persuade ourselves that we were 
exercising extraordinary faith in these 
matters, but in reality we were mere- 
ly ignorant of God's Word, and cred- 
ulous of the wisdom of our creed-mak- 
ers of the past. 


True Light Now Shining. 


But now, thank God. "The night is 


far spent, and the day is at hand" 
(llomnns xiii. 12). "Now is our salva- 
tiou nearer than when we believed" 
(Romans xiii. 11). The evidence that 
we are in the morning of the new dis- 
pensation multiplies on every baud! 
We are evidently in the period which 
the Bible declares as "The day of 
God's preparation.'' God is preparing 
to usher in the long-promised period 
of blessing and refreshment, which he 
has foretold 
through all the holy 


prophets. The wonderful inventions of 
our day along the lines of chemistry. 
steam and electricity are fulfilments 
of the wonderful "Day of Christ." 
which is nearing. God's people have 
failed of great blessings in not sooner 
noticing this fact. 
We stood, as it 


were, with our backs toward the East. 
looking for the sun to rise in the West; 
we were looking to our own efforts to 
convert tiie world, rather than looking 
to the Lord from whom alone must 
come the help. Hence the glow in the 
East had assumed considerable propor- 
tions before we noticed it— and many 
Of our brethren are stii! lookinc to the 
West, and angrily refuse to turn and 
follow the dawn of the Xew Dispensa- 
tion. which now may be so clearly 
seen by the -eye of faith 


Let us note well the Apost'e Peter's 


words, assuring us that th» vision he 
had on the Mount of Traiisflg'inition 
made a deep impression upon him. He 
tells us. nevertheless, that "We have 
also a more sure word of prophecy; 
whereunto ye do well that ye take 
heed, as unto a light that shineth in a 
dark place, ;;ntil the day dawn, and 
tbe dny star arise in your hearts"— the 
"parritixin" 
(presence) of Christ, the 


"Morning Star." 


Knowledge a Necessity. 


But admitting the promise of the 


Scriptures that the knowledge of the 
Lord shall he worldwide and ocean 
deep — that every creature shall be 
brought to an accurate knowledge of 
tbe truth, iu due time (I Timothy ii. 
4-l»i. wherefor i<? the necessity for this? 
Is knowledge really indispensable to 
salvation? 
Is it not written in the 


Scriptures of tbe Apostles Peter aud 
John, that "The people perceived that 
they were ignorant 
and unlearned 


men?" 
If their ignorance and lack o? 


learning did not binder them from hav. 
ing God's favor, and obtaining s»!va- 
tion through Christ, and even ohta'n- 
inir Apostieship. why should ^o much 
stress he laid upon knowledge?

"Blessed are your i-jes. for tliey see.

A distinction should be observed in 


kuowiug about God. aud knowing God 
himself. 
It is not surticient tbat we 


should recognize God as the Almighty 
Creator, for devils also believe that. 
Ou the other band, to be intimately 
acquainted with God nieaus that we 
must come into intimate fellowship 
with him. and this means that we 
uiu*t come unto the Father through 
tbe Son. by faitli. 
By thus couuug to 


our heavenly Father by ati acquaint- 
ance with his Word, and through an 
appreciation of his glorious worU. past, 
present, aud future, we get a * iew of 
the lengths, aud breadths, aud heights 
and depths of "love dh iue. all love ex- 
celling." 
Iu proportion as we behold 


the outline of the Divine character, 
we perceive our own deiicieucies aud 
try the more to rid ourselves of them, 
and at least manifest to tbe Lord that 
our hearts are in harmony with the 
principles of righteousness 


The Sun of Righteousness. 


Very appropriately the Scriptures 


speak of the present as a tuubt-tituft- 
Tbey tell us that now "Darkness cov- 
ers the (civilized) earth, and gross 
darkness the people (Heathendom)." 
They assure us that now God's people 
need the lamp of Diviue revelation to 
guide their footsteps until the day 
dawns. They assure us. however, that 
the morning will be ushered in by the 
great Sun of Righteousness—the Christ, 
the Messiah. Prophet. Mediator. King 
of Glory. 


Now is the Church excluded from 


this work of shining upon and enlight- 
ening the world aud scattering its 
darkness. Tbe Master gave us to uu- 
demaud that the Church with himself 
will constitute the Sun of llighteous- 
ness. whicn will then arise with heal- 
ing in its beams. Thus in the parable 
of tbe Wheat aud Tares, he pictures 
the entire work of this Gospel Age and 
its consummation. wbicbx be styles 
"The harvest—the end of the age." 
His word respecting the separation of 
the wheat from tbe tares is that the 
wheat shall be gathered into his barn 
—changed from the earthly to the 
heavenly nature, and he adds. "Then 
shall the righteous sbiue as the sun in 
tbe Kingdom of their Father." 
"He 


thru hath an ear to bear, let him hear." 


The figure of the rising sun scatter- 


in:; the darkness, ignorance aud super- 
stitioa of the world harmonizes with 
tbe other picture, which represents the 
Kingdom of God superseding the king- 
dom of Satan, aud those deluded by 
Satan, styled in the Scriptures, the 
kingdoms of this world. 


Be Glad and Rejoice. 


We may well sympathize with onr 


forefathers, to whom it was not grant- 
ed to see as clearly as we may now 
see the glorious fullness of the Divine 
purpose to eventually enlighten the 
whole earth, by causing the knowledge 
of the glory of God to fill the whole 
earth as tbe waters cover tbe great 
deep. 
To u«. therefore, is especially 


applicable tbe prophetic words. "Be ye 
glad and rejoice for ever in that which 
I f-reate. 
For behold. 1 create new 


hr-avens and a new earth, and the for- 
mer shall not be remembered, nor come 
into mind" (Isaiah Ixv. 18. 17). Thus 
does the Lord picture the new dispen- 
sation in graphic language.
